November 3, 2020 General Election Information 

 
Governor Murphy has issued an Executive Order that the General Election on November 3, 

2020 will be predominately a Vote by Mail election.   

 

Burlington County will mail Vote by Mail ballots to all registered voters starting the week of 

October 5, 2020.  Please see below for your options on voting your ballot. 

 

• You can fill out the ballot and mail it in a US Post Office mail box. 

• You can fill out the ballot and take it to one of the secure Burlington County Ballot 

Drop Box Locations.  The nearest Ballot Drop Boxes will be located at Burlington 

Township Municipal Building, 851 Old York Road, Burlington or Mansfield 

Township Municipal Building, 3135 Route 206 South, Columbus.  Call the Clerk’s 

Office at 609-499-2525 for additional locations. 

• You can fill out your ballot and bring it to your polling location on Election Day. 

• You can go to the polls on Election Day and vote by Provisional Paper Ballot. 

 

Polling Locations are as follows: 

 

Ward 1, Districts 1, 2 and 3  

Polls located at the Florence Township Community Center, 69 Main Street, Roebling 

 

Ward 2, Districts 1, 2, and 3 

Polls located at Fountain of Life Center, 2035 Burlington-Columbus Road, Florence 

Township 

 

Ward 3, Districts 1, 2 and 3 

Polls located at Florence Twp. Municipal Building Court Room, 711 Broad St., Florence 

 

Important Things to Remember: 

 

The deadline to register to vote is October 13, 2020. 

 

Each Polling Location will have one Voting Machine to be used expressly by visually 

impaired voters who require ADA visual assistance.  ALL OTHER VOTERS WILL VOTE 

BY PAPER BALLOTS – EITHER VOTE BY MAIL BALLOT OR PROVISIONAL PAPER 

BALLOT.
